SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


HOPE 


“I wait for Thy salvation, O Lord” 


(Genesis xlix, 18), 


HESE words were uttered by 


Jacob on his death-bed. While 
giving his final blessing to his 
sons and while portraying to each his 
character and special qualifications to 
play his part in the life of his people. 
Jacob suddenly inserted this brief and 
poignant prayer. | 
The Midrash relates that as he 
blessed his sons he surveyed their 
strength and their weakness. He was 
enabled to see into the future, and 
he desired to reveal to them. what 


would happen to their descendants in 


“the end of days.” That- picture of 
the future came to him ina flash, and 


as suddenly escaped him. What might 


have been’ knowledge passed into the 
sphere of hope and expectancy, 


This’ Midrashic -exposition shows . 
that it is not for us to see the end 
of things or the shape of things to. 


come. It would be unwise to endow 
us with such a gift; it would probably 


know jn advance might bring stagna- 
tion. and spiritual inertia. Thus,. the 
hope which 
became the heritage of Jacob's child- 


inheritance of the congregation of 


was this appreciation of man’s 
mental make-up that prompted the 
rabbis of the Midrash to’say that the 


_whole of life is based upon the sense 


of hopefulness and expectancy... And 


they spoke of three major aspects of. | 


life where this truth is applicable.- 


The rabbis pointed to.the problem 


of physical pain and man’s ability to 
endure it. It is hope alone that helps 
man to battle against the pangs of 


suffering ; without it he would never. 


survive the struggle, but would seek 
end his: torment. Thes 
pointed also to the ability to sanctify 
the name of God in worship and 
action, which contains a. measure of 
For prayer is 
indicative of man’s expectant approach 
to God. It reveals his desire to “ wait 
upon the Lord.” His faith in action 
reveals the same attitude of mind. For 
while he remains firmly. attached- to 


his. way. of life, he shows. that he is 


convinced of the power of inspiration 
which motivates his conduct. Therebs 
he affirms his belief that the dav. will 
come “when the world will be. per- 
under the kingdom of: the 
Almighty. and all the children of flesh 
will call upon His name.” 


Lastly the rabbis pointed to our 
worthiness to enjoy the “merits of 


our forebears ” and its intimate con- 


nection witha sense of hopefulness. . 


For this is a state of mind which com- 
mands obedience to the precepts 


received from former generations and 


which calls for resolute determination 
to maintain the traditions which have 
been hallowed by generations of pious 
living. The merits of the fathers are 
passed on. from generation to genera- 


tion and. guarantee the contmuity of 


Jewish. life. 


HOw much of value did the rabbis 

read jnto the brief but touching 
praver of the dying patriarch! Three 
Hebrew words implying three major 
considerations—~the struggle for life 
against physical disability, the attach- 
ment. to religious precept, and the 
desire to maintain. the continuity of 
All of 
them spell hopefulness and the recog- 
nition of a gift which ts possibly 
greater than most men realise. ‘For 
the ability to hope for better days to 


come is the salvation of man’s sanity 


and the guarantee of his stability. 

Jacob’s prayer has become an 
integral part of our traditional prayer 
book. It was recited by the patriarch 
before he became enveloped in the 
sleep of death , and we recite it before 
That, too, is 
indicative of our hopefulness. For 
the night shall pass and from the 
depth of unconsciousness we hope to 
wake to the dawn of a new conscious- 
ness when God will renew the world 
of His creation. The sun will rise 
again and with jt will come a new 
lease of faith and confidence. Final 
salvation may be deferred, yet we 
await its coming.

Lord CHORLEY protesied at “a current 
of xenophobia” running through the 
speeches. 

Speaking of the case. of Fuchs, the 
refugee scientist, Lord Vansittart said that 
Fuchs was not a Jewish name any more 
than Fox was. 

ViscoUNT BUCK MASTER supported Lord 
Vansittart. in requesting more stringent 
and effective precautions. _ 

It was at this point that Lord Chorley 
said he regretted that he fel a current 
of xenophobia underlying the speeches. 
Viscount Buckmastér, he said, seemed 
to suggest that there should some 
way of marking aliens, in the way that 
the Jews in Nazi Germany were marked 
with the Star of David to show other 
citizens that.they were Jews.

Lord Vansittart also interrupted to say 
that if Lord Chorley was accusing him 
of xenophobia he would resent it 
exceedingly. 3 

Lord Chorley insisied that he felt’ a 
eurrem of xenophobia in the ‘Speeches 
that had been made. 

* This country,” he said, ** was one of 
the first in Europe to relax the persecu- 
tion of the Jews. . The Jews came to this 
country, and largely as a result of their 
financial ability London became the 
financial capital of the world. 

‘This country: was one’ of the first 
to relax: the disabilities on its Jewish 
citizens, and as a result not the least of 
the great men who have been Prime 


~. Ministers of this country was a Jew.’ 


Lord. Vansittart, later in the debate, 
commented on Lord Chorley’s. reference 
to the Star of David, and protested: 
“T think that is the most groundless and 
offensive. suggestion I have ever heard in 
this House.’ 

When he again expressed his dis- 
pleasure at the charge of xenophobia, 
Lord Choriey said he was willing to. 
accept Lord Vansitart’s. assurance that 
there was no such thing in his mind, and 


withdrew the suggestion. 


Lord Vansittart thanked him and 
admitted that the reference to the Star 
of David had got him “ on the raw.”

WSRAEL’S defence against attack by 
| its Arab neighbours——both diplo- 
™ matic attack and threats of mili- 
tary attack—-has recently been put to 

test. The threats by King 
Abdullah over the Israeli occupation

Israel's nearest and most natural 
markets. This is a serious economic 
disadvantage to the new State. 


But it is also a psychological dis- 
advantage. Israel is getting claustro- 
phobia. Not only can Israelis travel 
neither to the north, east, nor south: 
they cannot now travel freely to the 
west, owing to the shortage of foreign 
exchange and the reimposition of exit 
control, Israel is becoming cut off 
from the rest of the world: the ghetto 
walls are rising again. There is, of 
course, a mass. of local newspapers 
with foreign news ; radio sets can be 
tuned in to overseas stations, But 
there are few foreign newspapers or 
books to be found in the shops, 
again owing to shortage of foreign 
exchange.

The cinemas 
are full, but few of the good films 
come. to Israel nowadays, and then 
only very late.

THE vexed question of the rearmament of 
Germany is undoubtedly one of interest to 
Jews. This interest is not based particularly 
on politics, except in so far as individual 
Jews may have their own political viewpoints, 
as do their fellow-citizens of all faiths, on a 
matter of international concern. To Jews in 
general, however, the question has the grim-

SHOLEM ASCH’S GOSPEL 


Mary. By SHOLEM AscH. Translated from 
the Yiddish by Leo Steinberg. Macdoneid.

Sin.—There is no justification for Mr,

Every siudent of the Talmud knows 
that torchlehts were extensively used on 
every mountain top nght through Paics- 
tine for Aiddush Ha’ chodesh, to prociaim 
the New Moon (Rosh Hashanah 82b). 
Similarly. at the celebration of * Simchat 
Bet Hashochah ion the Succot festival) 
when the most prominent members took 


pari in a torch-dance (Succah Sa), Rabbi 


Simon ben Gamlicl used to take eight 
torchiights mone hand and like a 
juggler throw them up one by one and 
catch them again with his other hand 
(Succah S3a). 

Granted that it is.impossible to decide 
with precision who were the pioncers of 
torch-carrying, the Jews or the Greeks, 
bul assuming even that were the latter, 
what harm is there in. fs adoption ?

Six.— The sadness that I am sure we all 
feel at the imminent departure for the 
United States of the Rev, Jacob Goldstein, 
is. to my mind, even further accentuated 
by his: complaint that he felt himself 
résiricted in his capacity a$ cagior out- 
side the synagogue, It surely betokens a 
very bad state of affairs when a chazan, 
the very pivot of synagoga! activity, feels 
that. his artistry, though in great demand, 
is condemned to silence through the 
restrictions placed upon it by the lay 
leaders of the community. 

We Jews have always been a musical 
race ; we have contributed much to the 
music of other nations, but above all, we 
have cultivated a very fine folk-music of 
our own.

A Scholarly 
Tradition 
| By HELEN SUPER 


HE great scholar of the eleventh 
eentury, Rasiu. or Solomon Bar 
isaac, played an important. part 
in developing for the Jews the 
promimence of the town of Troyes in 
Champagne, France. This town, dating 
back to Roman times, was the hub 
of the wine trade and, for the Jewish 
population, also a cultural centre of 
world renown. 

Life for the Jewish people in the 
— of Champagne was not all 
earning. for the tending of vineyards 
and farms was a major Jewish occupa- 
tion. In this portion of France, of 
green. fields, vintyards and iittle 
sireams. life moved harmoniously, 
alihough the position of the Jew 
sullered intermittentiy through the 
excesses of the Crusaders. 

The Jew. however, managed to 
combine his worldly occupation with 
his. love of dearning, and this fusion 
produced many worthies in Jewish 
literature. 

Early Marriages 

Owing to the unsettled times, the

POOR RESPONSE TO

Lake SUCCESS. 

The United’ Nations Committee, con- 
sisting. of representatives of seven 
countries appomted to secure coniribu- 
tions for the Korean and Palestine funds, 
issued a warning to the Assembly on 
Monday that the response so far to the 
$50,000,000 Palestine fund authorised by 
the Assembly ~ has been a keen disap- 
poiniment.
